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GENTLEMEN, 


N a Treatife of the 
Learned Archbiflop U th- 
er,'3 find this Paffage, 
That in thofe Propofi- 
tions which without all 
Controverfy are univer- 
fally received in the 
whole Chriftian World, 
fo much Truth is con- 
tained, as being joined 
Co with Holy Obedience, 
may be fufficient to bring a Man to everlafting Sal- 
vation ; neither have we Caufe tc doubr, buat that as 
many as walk according to this Rule ( neither over- 
throwing that which they have. builded by {uperin- 
ducing damnable Herefies, nor orherwife vitiating 
their Holy Fairk with a lewd and wicked Converfa- 
tion ) Peace fhall be upon them, and upon the Ifrael 
of God. I bad not taken Notice of this Paffage, bad it 
not proceeded froma Perfon fo famous for bis Learning, 
Orvihbodoxy and Piety: Bue thefe Confiderations make me 
the more wonder that he fhou'd affirm, that the Belief of 
thofe Propofitions which are every where received, joined 
with Obedience, may be fufficient for Salvation ; becaufe 
according ta this Rule, the Denial of the Trinity and In- 
carnation fhall not exclude Salvation, neither of thefe 
fundamental Points being (as be coud not bue know) uni- 
verfally received in the whole Chriftian World. 

A. It is true if we fhou’d take thefe Words of the 
Learned and Judicious Prelate ftricty according ro the 
Letter, he has in Effect afferted that a Man may be 
faved without believing one Article of the Chriftian 
Faith ; becaufe if we take all the Sects of Chriftians 
together that are difperfed over the whole World, we 
fhall not find an univerfal. Agreement among them in 
any one Article, not even thofe of the Unity. of the 
Godhead, the Trinity of Perfons, the Immortality of 
the Soul, €c, But any one may fee that he meant 
not here an abfolute bur a limited Univerfality, and 
{peaks not of Propofitions univerfally received by all 
Profeflions of Chriftianity that are, but only thote 
that have confiderably fpread rhemfelves in any Part 
of the World. He excludes therefore from this Uni- 
vefality, the Deniers of thofe fundamental Points by 
usnow mentioned, as being but a very inconfiderable 
Number ‘of Men in Refpedct of thofe that maintain 
them. The faying being thus underftood will prove 
a great and nfeful Truth. For fince the only Means 
of reducing Chriftians to one Communion, are either 
the Removing of Diverfity of Opinions, or the Proving 
that that Diverfiry of Opinions which is among Chri- 
ftians onght to be no Barr to Communicn ; and fince 
the former of thefe is not likely to take Place in this 
World without a Miracle; it remains thar the latter 
‘Way muft be taken, and Chriftians muft be taught 
to fer a higher Value upon thofe Points of Faith and 
Obedience wherein they agree, than thofe of lels Mo- 
ment in which they differ ; and that their Agreement

in the firft fhou’d have more ‘Force to join them in one 
Communion, than their, Difagreement in tne.other bas 
to divide them. And if. a Belief of Axtidles univer. 
fally received joined with;Obedience is {ufficient to 
Salvation, why thou'd. any \fiqguwlar Opinion; exclude 
a Man from the Communion. of the Ghuseh, whith 
will not ac laft deprive him, of Salvation 2, Now; that 
the Generality of Chriftians dojagree in all thofe. Roints 
of Faith that are neceffary'to Salvation, ‘ohe: plain Ar. 
gument is {ufficienr, thats, that they believe rh@ Book® 
of the Old, and New Teftamenr to be:the! undoubted 
Word of God, in which the Doctrine of Chriféansry is 
confeffedly contained. ) 

Q, Gentlemen, Dr. Chamberlayne tells... that 
Baronets are conftituted in the. Room of the ‘Ancient. Vale 
vafors; an Honcur first inflituted by King James the 
ft. for which each one is vblig'd to>payin the Ex- 
chequer, fo much Money as will for 3 Years~at 8d.

A, Sigomus L. 5. Regni lealici imforms us that the 
Emperor Oriio the Great about the Year 970, in Order 
to bind valiant and prudent Men mote effectually 
to his Intereft, honoured them with what he called 
Royalties, which were either Dignirics or Lands in Fee. 
The Dignities were thofe of Dukes, Marqoiffes, 
Counts, Caprains, Valvzfors and Valvafines. Valvafrs, 
derived by Lawyers from Va/v.c, folding Doors, for. 
merly took Piace next the Barons: A Digh:y that 
feems to have come to us from the Fréich. For 
during their Dominions in Italy, they called thole 
Valvafors who governed the commpn Pecple’ or 
Pait of them under the Duke, Marquifs, Earl 
or Captain, and (according to Butler the Lawyer) 
have a full Power of punifhing, but not ‘the ’Righr of 
Fairs and Markets. This Honour was never much in 
Vogue among us, and is but rarely mentioned by our 
Hiftcrians: Or bow much focver it was formerly in 
Vogue, it has been a Jong Time quite difufed, fo that - 
Authors have neglected to give us a particular Ac- 
count of ir, We find that in the Age of Chaucer it was 
not very confiderabie, as appears from what he fays 
of his Franklin or Free-Holder.
